AERIAL POST IN 

CANADA A SUCCESS 


Captain Bryan, to whom belongs 
the honor in Canada of being the first 
airman to carry packets of mail across 
the country, arriving in Toronto from 
Montreal on Monday at 4.56 p. m., 
transferring himself and his cargo to 
an automobile at Leaside, and return¬ 
ing to the post office at Toronto at 
6.07 p. ra. His flying time for the dis¬ 
tance was six hours and ten minutes. 

W. E. Lemon, postmaster of Toron¬ 
to, stated that the occasion could not 
be considered in a light of mail serv¬ 
ice. It was, he added, merely in the 
nature of an experiment, and was 
noteworthy in being the first packet 
of letters ever carried by an aerial 
route in Canada. 

G. P. Lightall, secretary of the Air 
Service of the British Empire, stated 
that his association was assured of the 
fact that many aviators pf Canada 
would find ample psefpf employment 
on their return from the front. 


Capture of 45,000 prisoners and 
enormous stores of war materials by 
the Italians in their counter-offensive 
which has driven the Austrians across 
the Piave river, is announced in an 
official cablegram. 

It probably will be two or three 
days before the Canada registration 
board is prepared to issue a state¬ 
ment with regard to the Dominion¬ 
wide registration which took place on 
Saturday. Returns from some of the 
outlaying districts are slow in com¬ 
ing owing to the difficulties of trans¬ 
portation, etc.

DEL McQUELN WRITES 
FROM CAMP IN EN6LAND 


Pte. Del McQueen, who is now in 
England, has written to the Advocate 
giving a brief outline of his exper¬ 
ience in England. He says. “You will 
have heard that I have been here 
nearly two months, and am getting 
pretty well used to the army. Life 
here is not at all bad. We get lots of 
time off and spend a lot of it walking 
through the beautiful country around 
here. 1 am very much taken with the 
scenery and climate, for it is certainly 
beautiful. This country is fine for a 
vacation but outside of that Canada 
for me. One can have fine times here 
as long as the money lasts, but when 
that is gone you have to go back to 
Canada to make more. The people 
here are very optimistic over the war 
situation. The big push has not come 
yet, while we are waiting you see 
what they are doing in the air. Fritz 
doesn’t appear to like his own tactics 
reversed, but he will have to get used 
to it. I expect to be in France very 
soon now.” 

“Lyons, late of the Bank of Hamil¬ 
ton, Archibald of the Commerce and 
“Tin” are here. McDade has gone to 
France, and R. Mason will be there 
too. They all, with the exception of 
“Tin,” are in the heavies.” 


At the meeting of the Vulcan local 
No. 226 of the U.F.A. held in the 
basement of the l.O.O.F. hall on Wed¬ 
nesday last, about 125 farmers of the 
district gathered to consider the re¬ 
cent calling up from the farms of men 
between the ages of 19 and 22. There 
was much discussion of the subject, 
and the meeting criticised the first 
resolution of the Calgary U. F. A. 
which was sent to Ottawa during Mr. 
Wood’s absence. Following the dis¬ 
cussion of the military regulations, 
the following resolution was passed 
and forwarded to Hon. J. A.-sCrerar: 

“Whereas the present conscription 
of farm labour is developing a situa¬ 
tion which may be viewed with alarm, 
a canvas of the country reveals the 
fact that work teams have been turn¬ 
ed loose, and thactors are standing 
idle. The boys taken by the present 
draft are absolutely irreplaceable. 
We therefore petition that all men 
drafted in the class 20 to 22 be given 
a hearing before a tribunal or a 
trial judge.” ^ 

In answer to this the president of 
the local, Mr. Guy W. Johnson, receiv¬ 
ed the following wire: “Message re¬ 
ceived quoting resolutions passed by 
Vulcan Local No. 226, United Farm¬ 
ers, Alta. Regret impossible open up 
exemption tribunals in cases of men 
who come within ages 22. They must 
report for duty as Ordered according 
to law. Applications for leave of 
absence can, however, be made after 
men report, on grounds of extreme 
hardship as per amendment to mili¬ 
tary service act mentioned in orders- 
in-council April 20th and May 22nd.”

Marshall reports that through Mis- 
iouri and Iowa, the crop was never 
better. The core is farther ahead 
than is usual at this time and the 
oats and barley are headed out and 
give prospects of an excellent crop. 
Through the southern part of Min¬ 
nesota crops are good also, but 
through the northern part rain is 
needed.

For the past two weeks there have 
been various smal town Ares, that oi 
the town of Warner with a loss oi 
6150,000 a few days ago being an out¬ 
standing example. Commenting on 
the frequency and great damage of 
.hese Ares a city newspaper says that 
,t is a peculiar thing that prosperou: 

'ittle towns have paid so little atten 
ion in the past to adequate Are ■ pro 
Lection. , 

While it must be admitted that 
heoreticatly such comment is just, i 
fails to embrace the full facts of th< 
case. A city man, in thinking of Aw 
fighting, has at the back of his mint 
.he thought of the latest in apparatus 
.ogether with a complete system iff 
water mains. No matter in wAat 
>art of a city Are breaks out there if 
ilwuys a hydrant not many feet awa\ 
ind fully trained Are brigade and con' 
plete apparatus, in the neighboring 
itrOet. A Are call sets the whole af 
fair in motion in the space of a feu 
miputes and the Are has to Aght for 
existancc against the best that mod¬ 
em idas of protection has provided. 

Against this sort of organization 
consider the modest little prairie town. 
In the Arst place there is no water 
laid throughout the streets. The en¬ 
gines are usually small and manned 
by a volunteer brigade entirely in¬ 
adequate to deal with any seriou* 
outbreak, even if the apparatus ai 
its desposal was equal to the occasion 
The I>u^p6 brigade is the line regi¬ 
ment of village organization but it it 
woefully inadequate in nine-tenths of 
the calls made upon it. Add to thosf 
drawbacks the factor of wind, for 
wind is invaribly the motive force be¬ 
hind a small outbreak which grows 
into proportions sufficient to wipe out 
an entire town, and the odds against 
which the small town brigade battles 
are easily seen to be overwhelming 
even compared to those against the 
city brigade. Another comparison to 
the deteriment of the small town is 
that most of the buildings are frame 
whereas in the cities Areproof build¬ 
ings are the rule rather than the ex¬ 
ception. 

With these points of comparison in 
mind it is not hard to understand why 
small towns suffer to so great an ex¬ 
tent when there is an outbreak. Th< 
expense of , a Are Aghting apparatus 
proportionately comparable to that of 
a city is as yet considered out of the 
question for the reason of the cost. Up 
to the present the best guarantee ag¬ 
ainst an outbreak is carefulness and 
prevention.

The intention of the competition 4 ^ 
to encourage a conservation of the 
young stock, to arouse the interest of 
the boys and girls in live stock of the 
(arm, to help the young people in be¬ 
coming more familiar with the bank 
as an institution and to develop a clos¬ 
er connection Between the activities 
of the branch bank and the business 
of farming. 

In this competition, the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association, acting in co-op¬ 
eration with the Dominion Live Stock 
Branch, offers cash prizes to boys 
and girls who exhibit pigs or calves at 
their local fairs, school or agricultural 
show, and who comply with the 'rules 
and regulations are as follows:

If, however, an ex¬ 
hibitor fails to present his certificate 
on the day of the competition, he shall 
be allowed to compete, but any prize 
he may win shall be withheld until a 
properly filled and signed certificate 
is produced, and said certificate must 
be forthcoming within forty-eight 
hours after the holding of the compe¬
